There were 28 deaths from alco- 
holism in St. Louis in 1924, accord- 
ing to records announced today by 
Assistant Health Commissioner 
Kaufman. However, the classifica- 
tion fafted to distinguish as be- 
tween “moonshine” and “good liq- 
uor determining only that the 
major cause of death was alcohol 
poisoning. 

In 1923 there were 21 such 

deaths in St. Louis, .nd Kaufman 
pointed out that the curve is stead- 
ily rising, there Raving been 13 
deaths recorded in 1922, 10 in 1921 
and eight in 1920—the lowest of 
record. In 1916, there was 63 
deaths, which dropped to 29 
1917, when phases of agai 
prohibition were operative. 
1918, with wartime ceadiaithice, 
there were 19 £4deaths, 
dropped to nine the next year, 
when full prohibiton became ef- 
fective.

I and light service in general sections 
due to fallen wires in the recent heavy 
storm. it might be well at this time to 
consider methods in correction. The 
serious inconvenience suffered by many, 
the ever present possibility of danger 
and the heavy cost of repairs required 
by the fallen wires should all be factors 
demanding consideration. 

In some European cities the carrying | 
of electric wires above ground on poles 
is not permitted, as that practice, out- 
side of the aesthetic considerations, is 
deemed crude, unscientific, and ulti- 
mately uneconomical. The practice 
there in some places is to carry all the 
electric wiring in underground con- 
duits which are placed beyond the in- 
ner edge of the sidewalk on each street. | 
Locating the conduits in 


this position | 
requires shorter connecting wiring and | 
does away entirely with any tearing up 
er disturbance of street paving when 
new customers are tapped in on light, 
phone or telegraph service wires. When 
new districts are opened up or subdi- 
visions laid out, the conduits are imme- 
diately installed, same as the sewering, | 
before any buildings are erected. Home, 
builders, architects, subdivision owners, | 
real estate men and city officials here | 
should wake up to the crudities of their 
present practices in relation to over-| 
head wiring. |

He is a high-' 
powered intellectual machine that functions efficient- | 
ly but is destitute of vision. Handsomely dowered 
as he is by nature, Mr. Hughes lacks the quality | 
which evokes public affection, and that quality has. 
been sadly needed in our relations with the desperate 
nations ef the Old World during the last four years. | 

The retirement of Mr. Hughes has an immediate | 
significance. It means that Mr. Coolidge is resolved 
to give the country a Coolidge administration. The 
Harding heritage is all but obliterated. Of the origi- 
ral Harding Cabinet only four remain—Mellon of | 
the Treasury Department, Secretary of War Weeks | 
and Hoover and Davis, respectively, of the Depart- | 
ments of Commerce and Labor. Two other Harding 
appointees are still in the official family—ex-Senator 
New of Indiana, who succeeded Will Hays as Post- 
master-General, and Hubert Work as Secretary of 
the Interior after the unspeakable Fall. With the 
exception of Mellon and Hoover it seems likely that 
those others will presently follow Mr. Hughes. 

This is as {t should be. The American people have 
given Mr. Coolidge his job. He should handle it in 
his own way, with advisers and assistants of his 
own choosing.

“No doubt Mr. Hughes liked to be Secre- 
tary of State, but disilked being Secretary of 
State for Mr. Coolidge. He is proud and 
enjoys the confidence of the country to @ 
remarkable degree. If he seldom had a 
foreign policy, which has been the chief 
criticlam of his department, we must recall 
that people of the caliber of Messrs. Hard- 
ing and Coolidge uSually don’t.
